The Victoria papers—or rather two of them— 
are jubilant over the prospect of anion with this 
Colony. So far as one can judge from the dis- 

‘ enssions in the House and the sentiments- enun- 
. ciated in the papers the people of Vancouver Is- 
land are just about equally divided upon the sub- 
_jeet of union, and very nearly so as to the free- 
‘port policy. Under these circumstances the 
mere passing’ of union resolutions by the casting 
vote of the Speaker,. and during the absence of 


_ several /auti-union members, is not likelyito affect 


the matter very much one way or the other, 
especially when it is considered that the anti- 
union feeling is rapidly increasing both in the 
House and oitside. But, suppose this were 
othetwise, and! the islanders, people and legisla- 
tors, priests and editors, were as one man in jts 
favor, the rejoitings of a portion of the press 
would be quite premature and altogether anjusti- 


~ fied hy fect. . The time when a nnion could be

without the consent of this Colony 
has passed forever. So that anything the. peo- 
p'e of, Vanconver Islandican do or say apon the 
subject: must be perfectly harmless for either 
good or evil Without the consent and full co-op- 
dple of British Columbia, Un-

what the feeling throughout this Colony really: is 
upon the vexed question of union. We have

, ing been nioved and seconded by the two mem- 
* Vers for Cariboo and supported by every man in 
the Council, both official aud non-official | In 
reply to this it hus been asserted by Victoria pa- 
pers that these members did not represent pub- 
lic sentiment, and that an appeal to the people 
would tell a very different story. That appeal 
has) just been made; ‘ond what do we find? 
Every candidate seeking re-election in this Col- 
ony has bad “No Union wrrn Vancovver Is- 


| Lawn” prominently inscribed upon his political 
| Banner ; and that man who wonld not subscribe 


to thie dectrine would find no foothold. between 
the Gulf of Georgia aud the Rocky Mountains. 
It is true, it is a sort of federal anion that is 
now proposed; and the promoters of the schente 
have materially modified their notions upon the 
subject. We believe a federation of all the Brit- 
ish’ North. American. possessions is desirable, aud 
will take place in due course, commencing on the 
shores of the Atlantic and ultimately embracing 
‘ these Pacific Colonies within its fraternal em- 
brace, But we also believe that to consummate 
a féderal anion of these Colonies now, upon the 
basis proposed by Mr. DeCosinos’ resolutions, 
“fnatead of hastening would seriously retard that 
great achenie. (‘The fact is the Ubject of the ,ad: 
voeates of present union are too transparent, and 
the benefits likely to accrue.from such a connec- 


tion are too palpably one-sided, to take with the 


people of this Colony, and our friends across the 
gulf may as well prepare themselves for just as 
emphatic a xo from onr Legislutare this time as 
was given upon a previous occasion. 

It is somewhat more than probable that His 
Excellency Governor Seymour will very shortly 
coufer with the Governor of Vancoaver Island 
upon the subject of union. We have not enjoy- 

‘ed an opportanity of becoming acquainted with 
the sentiments of Governor Kennedy upon this 
particular question. Bot if we might form an 
opinion respecting bis calibre as a statesman 
froin his official a¢ts since he assumed the: reins 
of goverument vn the island we would be led to 
the conclusion that he Would not be a party to 
anything so absurd as the. proposed union of these 
Colonies. So far ag oar own Governor ‘is con- 
cerned, we feel perfectly secure. We know him 
to be possessed of too much common seuse te 
conéent’to the sacrifice of British Columbia to 
conserve the selfish interests of a baker’s dozen
